WE are glad to see that Archdeacon 

Lindsay is setting an ‘example, 
which might well be ied by others oi 
the clergy who are enjoying the éase which 
comes. by retirement. fromthe active work 
of the ministry, by, spending portion of 
his leisure in putting on,record his im- 
pressions of leaders with whom he came 
in contact, and allowing us to hear his 
critictsms, of the Church which he served 


as they have been arrived at through ex- 
perience, The five archbishops in ques. 
tion are Whately, Trench, Plunket, Pea- 
cocke and Bernard. Of these the two 
last receive the most sympathetic treat- 
ment, as is natural, seeing that the Arch- 
deacon came in closer contact with them 
than with the others. 

It will be counted as righteousness to 
the writer by those whose memories are 
impatient of dates, that he has given the 
story of the Archbishops without men- 
tioning a single date after the first page, 
with the sole exception of 1897. which is 
used to fix the time of a visit he paid to 
America. The remainder of the book is 
oecupied with a variety of “ chatty” 
essays—Soporific Sermons, Trish Place- 
names, Bishop Bedell, Ireland in the 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries, 
and Some Suggestions. 

Thos who know the Archdeacon will re- 
cognise the man in the hook, a charitable 
student of his fellow-men, who has his 
own Opinions, and would win others to 
them by kindly suasion. a man of humble 
mind, stored with interesting knewledge, 
who would share it with those who call 
him friend.

HE Church oí England has exercised 
the right, which the Prime Minister 
declared the other day belongs to any in- 
dividual, of publishing the Prayer-book 
with. the additions and deviations pro- 
posed in 1928 incorporated into the text, 
so that the world may know the contents 
of the Book about which there has been 
so much discussion and heart-burning. It 
must not be forgotten that the Prayer- 
hook of the Church of England is a sub- 
ject of interest in other lands than these, 
and, no doubt, the publishing of the pro- 
posed alterations which failed in obtain- 
ing the sanction of Parliament has been 
eagerly awaited by many liturgiologists in 
the colonies and bv those of every 
Christian Church who study varieties of 
worship. 

The title-page is preceded ‘by a page 
of introduction summarising the history 
of the revision, and contains the following 
warning in leaded type :—'' The publica- 
tion of this Book does not directly or in- 
directly imply that it can be regarded as 
authorised for use in ehurches.’’ The 
prefatory section includes the table of 
Jessons put forth in 1922, as well as the 
table of 1871. In the appendix are 
placed an Order for Prime, an Order for 
Compline, a Devotion before the celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion ; the Collects, 
Epistles and Gospels of the Lesser Feasts 
and Fasts and other davs (not in full, but 
indicating simply chapter and verse), and 
an Exhortation for use in Advent and 
Lent. 

The consent of the Church Council] is 
dealt with in the General Rubrics,- whilst 
the directions concerning Reservation are 
found in the Rubrics of the oftice for 
Communion of the Sick. We obsorve that 
the Black Rubric appears twice, ajter 
each Order for the Holy Communion. 

We presume that the publication of the 
Book may be taken as impressing the fact 
that. in the matter. of public worship the 
Church of England has a mind of her 
own,

THE WAILING AT 
THE WALL.

THE JEWS’ PLACE OF 
LAMENTATION, 


—--o- —- 
(By CULLEN TYNAN.) 


ROM David street in Jerusalem a little 
side-street slopes away towards the 
soushern city wall. Narrow and straight 
for a guar:r of its length, it is not 
different from a hundred other side- 
streets. For half a furlong, perhaps, a 
man may walk along its cobbled way and 
find his route as little out of the ordinary 
as in one of the narrow side-streets that 
slope down from the Strand to the 
Thames Embankment, 

At the end of that hundred yards the 
mediocrity disappears. At a point where 
the slope is steepest the narrow street 
grows narrower still, and with houses 
converging on either side, dwindles to a 
passage so small, that a single beast of 
burden oceupies the whole of the space 
between opposite walls. Here, if a man 
be going down and a laden camel be 
coming up, the man must retrace his steps. 
Here, too, the street gives up all 
pretensions as such and becomes a 
rambling laneway that wanders in 
unclean and slimy places, coiling in and 
out between decaying walls, crossing other 
Janeways as narrow and as dirty as 
itself, diving beneath gloomy, tannelled 
arches, where sightless mendicants sit and 
whine for alms, and then plunging down 
a stone stairway, to end in a paved alley 
equal in width to an ordinary footpath 
and twenty-five paces in length. 

On the eastern side of this alley a huge 
wall, sixty feet high, stretches up from the 
shadows. Sheer and gigantic, a cliff of 
stone, this wall is awesome in its 
immensity. Some of the massive boulders 
that form the first nine courses of its 
height are three times the length of a 
man; all of them are more than two 
thousand years old. Cut from solid rock 
in the hills outside the city, and trans- 
ported with such labour as man may only 
guess, they were Jaid in the time of Herod, 
and mark the rebuilding of the mighty 
Temple of Solomon. 

Many a weed, dry and sapless ac the 
lichen on a tombstone, sprout: from the 
eracks and crevices. Only the light from 
the western sky illumines the brown and 
hoary cliff that was once part of the city 
wall itself, and now marks the western 
limit of the temple area. 


THE LAST VESTIGE. 


To the foot of this massive wall, the 
Jews of the city come and mourn in 
public. They are there every day, but on 
Friday evening and Saturday morning 
their numbers are most. Neither in 
appearance nor in character do these 
people resemble the Hebrews of other 
cities. They are the Jews of Jerusalem, 
poor, sickly, and mostly aged. 

Living in the hallowed streets of the 
city of their forefathers, they are yet as 
homeless as their scattered brethren in 
distant lands. Their very appearance is 
symbolic of misery and despair and 
weariness. The women, swathed in patched 
and threadbare dresses, and with shawled 
heads, are as faded and worn as their 
carments. The men, lean-visaged and 
unshaven, wear wide-brimmed black felt 
hats or mangy fur caps. Greasy Jove- 
locks dangle on either side of their hollow 
cheeks. Greasy cassocks, mellowed by an 
age almost egual “to that of the wearers, 
cover their lean bodies and all but hide 
their slippered feet. About all of theme 
men as well as women—there is the look 
of outcasts. 

Ragged and unkempt, with only one 
hope left, they come every day to their 
place of lamentation, and, huddled 
tozether at the foot of the wall that marks 
the site of their Temple, pray for the 


restoration of their greatness. They 
stroke the stones with their blue-veined, 
hands. as if there were 


corrugated 
They lay their 


consolation in the touch. 
cheeks against the polished boulders. 


They whisper in the crevices. Sometimes 
they kiss the wall; sometimes they beat 
against it with clenched fists and uplifted 
arms, as a starving man might beat 
acainst the gates of a shut inn. 

All the time, from the husky throats 
of the men, in the centre, and the women 
at each end of the serried rows, the 
wailing dirge goes up: 

jecause of the place that is desolate 
We sit alone and weep. 

Because of the walls broken down, 
ecause of our greatness departed, 
Pearse of our leader, who lie dead, 
We sit in solitade and meurn.” 

Though the Temple that held everything 
most precious to their nation is levelled 
to the ground, though another people have 
built their house on the holy site, and 
though they themselves are outside the 
wall, the spark of hope remains.

Golden Sundav. 


The Sunday before Christmas is called 
Golden Sunday in Vienna. On that day 
all the shops remain open as on an ordi- 
nary week day, and people throng the 
shops buying their ‘‘Christkindl.’’ 
Christmas Ive is more celebrated in Ger- 
many and Austria than Christmas Day. 
All Christmas festivities in German- 
speaking countries lead to the Christmas 
Tree. Round it all thoughts are centred, 
and there is no cottage in all Germany, 
and no house in any back street, that does 
not have its tree. ) 

They are brought into Vienna some 
weeks before Christmas, when there is 
usually snow on the ground, and the trees 
that are deep green shine with a dark 
radiance of their own as they are drawn 
through the busy streets or placed on their 
wooden stands in the market place for 
sale. Average trees in a family would be 
7ft. high, and I have seen them 12ft. and 
more, reaching from top to bottom of a 
ballroom.

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The Ulster Players. 


Ulster people in Dublin are “ making 
sad moan ” that another mber . is 
passing without a visit from the Ulster 
Literary Theatre. And not only Ulster 
folk but Dubliners, who reli the 
originality, humour and  whimsicality 
which Rutherford Mayne, Gerald Mac- 
Namara and their comrades used to bring 
to the Gaiety Theatre a weck or two 
before Christmas every year. 

Belfast dramatists, however, have not 
been letting their pens rust, and friends 
bring me glad tidings of new plays and 
new actors in the Northern capital. I 
have not yet seen Gerald MacNamara s 
latest piece, but next week or so we shall 
all have an opportunity of reading it in 
the new number of Seamus O’Sullivan’s 
Dublin Magazine. Doubtless we shall he 
able to congratulate the author of ‘‘ The 
Drone ” on another excellent bit of work 
comparable to that delightful creation. 

Somehow or other we hear less nowa- 
days of the Belfast poets than a few years 
ago, when we could always expect notable 
work from one or another of them. It is 
some years now since Padric Gregory 
gave us his last book in the folk-mode, but 
not so long ago he was known to have 
some good work in hand. 

‘* Richard Rowley,’’ who may fittingly be 
called the city’s own poet, has not been 
idling. When last I had the pleasure of 
sharing his company—and there is no 
more charming companion all Ulster over 
—he discussed with zest literary and 
theatrical projects in which he was inte- 
rested. One of these was the Northern 
Drama League, an enterprising group 
which has produced his poetic-drama, 
‘Apollo. in Mourne,’”’ a remarkable 
departure from his earlier work. 

For Belfast and its people 
Rowley has the same deep affection 
Seamus O'Sullivan has for Dublin. It is, 
however, the modernity of the city and 
the touching humanity of its toiling 
citizens that are the dominant notes in 
his verse. His two slim volumes of city 
poems breathe the spirit of Belfast as 
authentically as it is painted by his 
friend, William ‘Conor. 

“ Richard Rowley ” is a pseudonym in 
which modesty veils the poet’s soul in 
one of Ulster’s best-known linen mer- 
chants. 


Concert in Waterford Jail. 


Mr. Thomas Gallwey, of Tramore, a 
well-known follower of the. Waterford

Mr. Gallwey is 
again this year joint hon. secretary with 
Mr. Lionel Richardson of the Waterford 
Hunt Ball, which is to be held in the 
Town Hall, Waterford, on January 8th. 
He is also a member of “ The Fledclings,’’ 
the concert party which is giving four 
entertainments in Waterford next week, 
in aid of the Waterford Hunt Covert 
Fund.

A BANK is scarcely a place where one 
would look for humour ; yet there are 
few bank officials who cannot tell amusing 
stories of clients.

such as in this particular case, the word 
“spinach ” to notify the cashier that he 
may pay the cheque. 

When the cheque was presented for pay 
ment. the cashier casually _ strolled 
towards the ledger-keeper, blotting-paper 
in hand, and on his return, was startled 
by the question: “ Well, is it ‘spinach? 
A second later the ledger-keeper -uttered 
the magic word. ‘‘That’s all right, 
then.” said the customer, who clearly 


knew more than he ought to have known, 
as he pocketed his money and walked 
proudly off. | 

In another case a woman sent a request 
to a bank manager to come and see her 
on a “very urgent matter.” When cne 
manager called he found that the lady 
was a customer of another branch of his 
bank. and the ‘‘very urgent matter ” 
was to ask him to advance money to pay 
off an old-standing overdraft which she 
was being pressed by the other branch to

The Tide of Discontent: Unionists and the 
Menace of a Split Vote: Temperance 
Headway, North and South. 


FROM 
BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE Christmas season in Belfast is now 


in full swing, and the streets are 
bright with colour and illuminations. In 


all the principal thoroughfares the shops 
are gaily decorated and stocked with goods 
suitable for the yuletide, but to the young 
people the windows, with their wonderful 
collection of novelties, form the creater 
source of attraction. After all, Christmas 
is primarily a children’s festival, and to 
them it makes the greatest appeal with 
its mystery, happiness and good-will. The 
continued depression, however, has injured 
trade considerably, and some of the larger 


shopkeepers state that customers who used 
to spend as much as £20 in the purchase 
of gifts and so forth are now confining 
themselves to a quarter of that amount. 
Notwithstanding the financial pinch, 
thousands of pounds have been  sub- 
scribed to help the poor, and the various 
charitable organisations are working to 
their fullest extent. 

As usual, the Lord Mayor’s coal fund 
has been a gratifying success, and the fires 
in hundreds of humble homes will be kept 
burning during the festive week, while 
the Lady Mayoress’s parcels fund for ex- 
Service men has also been generously sup- 
ported. On such occasions Belfast never 
fails to respond to the cry of distress, 
and, as far as possible, the season will be 
brightened for everyone. Throughout the 
province selections from “ The Messiah ” 
are being given in the churches, and 
especially in the city the renderings are 
most creditable. The weather is cold and 


wet, and the old-fashioned Christmastide 
of frost and snow exists only in pleasant 
memories. 


The fact that the loss of seven seats 
would endanger the Craigavon régime is 
causing grave concern to the official 
organisers of the Unionist Party, and 
strenuous efforts are being made to stem 
the flowing tide of discontent. Appeals 
are being made to the young women—soon 
to get the franchise—to join the Junior 
Imperial League, popularly known as the 
““Imps,” so that they may be properly 
instructed in the art of voting. The 
North Belfast election tangle is also 
troubling the leaders, and the mutineers 
are being criticised as unfaithful to the 
Ulster tradition. Sir William Allen, 
D.S.0., M.P., speaking in the city this 
week, referred to the division in their 
ranks, and said that such a thing should 
not happen in the country, 

There was no spirit, he declared, like 
the old Ulster spirit, the like of which 
could not be anywhere else on the face of 
the globe, but he thought that, perhaps, 
the fact of there being two Parliaments 
in Ireland had narrowed their vision, 
bringing it down to a little circum- 
ference of six counties. Sir William 
went on to say that they could not see as 
imperialistically as in the old days, but so 
long as they had friends across the water 
ard institutions that were bound by links 
of steel there would always remain some- 
thing of the old imperial spirit. That, 
he added, was why he loved to be an 
Orangeman. This somewhat dolorous 
statement fairly well describes’ the 
situation, but the majority of the people 
do not think that their new outlook 


AN ALTERNATIVE GOVERNMENT. 


Your correspondent is aware that the 
members of the Opposition have dis- 
cussed the problem which will present 
itself should the result of the general 
election be unfavourable to the Govern- 
ment.

A light-hearted habit of the Army 
authorities of expending public moneys 
without waiting for the sanction of the 
Department of Finance is the kernel of 
the report, which indulges in severe 
criticism of the methods that prevailed 
in Army circles during the period in 
question.

NEGLECT OF GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS. 

As an illustration of the methods com- 
plained of the Committee cites the following : 

“ It was stated in the report of the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General that flying pay 
at the rate of 4s. a day was issued to an 
officer who acted as wireless instructor with 
the Army Air Corps during the year 1926- 
1927, when official regulations did not pro- 
vide for the equipment of aeroplanes with 
wireless apparatus, nor for any such post as 
the one in question The Comptroller and 
Auditor-General requested the Army Finance 
Officer to produce his authority for making 
the pavment. To this query no reply was 
returned. 

‘* The Committee from time to time has had 
occasion to express disapproval of the neglect 
sccounting officers to seck cover- 
ing san items of expenditure when 
requested to do so by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General.

“AA further irregularity of method remains 
to be noted, \s these payments were not 
covered by any regulation existing at the 
time, an application was necessary, and was 
made, to Department of Finance for 
sanction. Having done so, the Army Finance 
Department seems to have taken sanction for 
granted, and to have pro eecded with the pay- 
ments. The Committee is unable to agree 
with the assumption underlying this course ef 
action—viz.. that the functions of the De- 
partment of Finance merely formal in 
such matters.

“The actual position has been clearly put 
by a renresentative of the last-named Denart 
ment, who said that ‘certain military officers

“EXPANDING BOOKCASES.”’ 

‘There are other aspects of this case which 
require comment. The Army Finance Gfi-«et 
in his application alluded to five libraries as 
the number in process of equipment. In fact 
he Army Authorities proceeded to set up 
twelve. Of the balance, the Department of 
Finance had no knowledge. The very earliest 
opportunity should have been taken to inform 
Department of Finance of the extension 
of the scheme. 

In (his connection the Committee desire 
to reiterate the opinion contained im a former 
report, that it 1s useiess to apply for sanction 
unless all important and material facts are 
submitted to the Department of Finance. The 
history ol this episode, in the opinion of the 
Committee, justifies the charge that an 
attempt was made to throw over official pro- 
cedure. 

“In his defence before the Committee the 
Army Pinance OUttice: pleaded urgency, but he 
did not succeed in establishing any such ease. 
Another aspect of the matter was that the 
books were ordered independently and with- 
out recourse to the Stationer, Ufiice, which 
could purchase On more profitable terms. 
Thus the spirit of individualism was manifest 
at all stages of the transaction. 

" Beyond a criticism of the outlook of the 
Department of Defence on this matter of 
financial control, it is not the intention of 
the Committee to interfere in any of the 
decisious made by the Department of Finance

Mr. Doolin went on to state that Army 
reference libraries should contain works of a 
definite technical military value and signifi- 
cance.

_ Mr. O’Gorman—This seems to be involv- 
ing a literary discussion. We have the 
Defence Council and technical officers oí 
various kinds. In the process of military 
education certain books are required. We 
have come down to the point, ap- 
parently, where an outside Department 
chooses to determine what is military 
eaucation and what is not. In my own 
experience, and I take it from the War 
Vifice, there is no question of a limitation 
such as this. The War Office library and 
the libraries throughout the Army have 
every conceivable kind of book. The modern 
officer if he knows only how to drill is not 
much of an officer. His eduction must be 
much broader. He must, for instance, have 
knowledge of the world and of administrative 
affairs in other countries, and so. on; so it 
would scarcely be possible for another 
Department definitely to decide that certain 
books are not proper books for the libraries. 
I venture to say from my experience that 
whilst there may be one or two books, such 
as the one about shooting and fishing, to 
which exception might be taken, I consider 
that the books are quite proper to be placed 
in a military library.

In the course of further questioning, 

Deputy sriscoe said to Mr. O’Gorman:

A scale of rates was fixed by 
the Army authorities, but in so doing no 
reference was made to the Department of 
Finance, nor was the scale of rates when 
fixed forwarded to them. The Depariment of 
Finance has stated that it is very desirable 
that the costings on which these rates were 
fixed should he transmitted to them for 
examination.

REORGANISING FOR ECONOMY. 
The reorganisation scheme, it is disclosed, 
includes the amalgamation of the hitherto 
separate offices of the Department of Defence 
and of the Army Finance Officer. which new 
arrangement, it 1s expected, will make for 
economy and better disposition of staff and 
bring into closer touch the civil and military 
departments concerned with the purchase, 
issue and control of stores. 
_In addition, it appears that already the 
secretary of the Department of Defense, on 
the retirement of the Army Finance Officer, 
has been appointed Accounting Officer for the 
Army Vote, so that central administrative 
and financial control has now been established. 
i There is an interesting paragraph on the 
Committee’s report regarding the use of Army 
motor cars. It reads :-~ 

‘The Committee examined the conditions 
affecting the use of Army transport, a matter 
arising on a report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General that official cars had been 
used for private purposes. There has been 
established a system of log books, in which 
the particulars concerning each journey are 
entered, including the passengers, destina- 
tion, etc. These log books are subject to 
checks by the Army Finance Officer, but his 
examination does not purport to be more 
than a percentage one. He notes cases where 
ears are irregwavly used, and recovers the 
cost of the journeys from the person respon- 
sible. 

“The log books are also available for 
examination by the Audit Office, and the 
cases cited by the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General had not been observed by the Army 
Finance Officer. Instances of wrongful usage 
have, however, been detected by the machi- 
nery set up by the Army Authorities and 
refunds have been made. The same proce- 
dure will be followed in the cases to which 
attention is now directed by the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General. 

‘“The Committee is glad to be informed 
that further regulations, tightening up the 
conditions under which cars will be issued, 
and framed with the object of ensuring that 
they will not be used for private purposes 
are about to be made. The Committee would 
be glad to be furnished with a copy of the 
new Regulations in due course.’ 


WHAT THE “LOG” REVEALED. 

At the sitting at which evidence was taken 
by the Committee regarding this matter, Mr. 
George McGrath, the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General, described how journeys 
undertaken on Army cars were checked. He 
explained that log books kept by the Army 
were very helpful in this respect. . 

‘“We come across certain entries in log- 
books,” he continued, “which caused us to 
put certain questions. If the Committee de- 
sires, I will read the queries without men- 
tioning names. I should explain that a 
married officer might bring his wife along 
with him—a journey might, for instance. be 
taken from the barracks to a golf club. That 
would put us on the alert, and we would ask 
a question about it.”

HOW THE WHEELS WENT ROUND, 

“I had better read the communication re- 
ferred to,” he said. “It is dated the 8th 
February, from my office.

POLICE COURT SCENE. 


GIANT PRISONER’S STRUGGLE 
IN THE DOCK. 

It was stated at Willesden Police Court, 
London, ygsterday, when the giant ex-flying 
officer who has refused to give his name or 
address, appeared again that he had while 
under remand assaulted a prison doctor. — 

In consequence of this, said Detective 
Ramsey, the man had not been properiy ex- 
amined. He would, therefore, have to ask 
for a further remand. 

The mystery man, who was aceused of 
breaking and entering a house in Northway, 
Measden, and stealing jewellery to the value 
of £65, became violent on hearing the detec- 
tive a application. 

The man shouted: “Give me my money. 
Let my wife have what I have on me.” 

The police stated, however, that as they 
believed the money to be part proceeds of the 
larceny, they would object. 

The prisoner pointed at the detective and 
shouted: ‘‘I shall do it on him, the big 
stiff. Just let me get at him.” 

He then tried to get over the side of the 
dock, but was immediately surrounded by 
police officers and warders. He struggled 
violently with them, and it was only with 
considerable difficulty that he was removed 
to the cells, still shouting and struggling. 

Last week it was stated that the man had 
escaped from a prison van, cells and an 
asylum in Essex. 

He was described as a violent man, whose 
Wrists were so powerful and large that the 
police could not tind handcuffs for him.

PRISONER’S STORY OF

While sitting 
with the girl in Hyde Park he felt somethin 
go wrong in his head, and remem 
nothing more until he recovered consciousness 
in hospital. Two doctors gave evidence that 
Williams was abnormal.

_ Sir James Craig, T.D., after distribut- 
ing the prizes to the winners at the annul 
distribution in Wesley College, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon, referred to the 
Government's policy with regard to the 
learning of Irish. He said:—I did not 
inténd to introduce into my remarks this 
afternoon any reference to controversial 
subjects, but the very moderate terms in 
which the Provost of Trinity College spoke 
of compulsory Irish, at the distribution 
of prizes in St. Andrew’s College yester- 
day, has not pleased a section of the daily 
Press. I am, therefore, driven to make a 
few comments on the subject. í 

It is almost laughable, if the con- 
seguences were not so serious, how men 
who fought and obtained freedom are now 
endeavouring in many ill-advised direc- 
tions to cut its wings. Freedom in 
educational matters, and even, it may be, 
in thought, are not the least of the inter- 
ferences indulged in, When those of us 
who have no objection to the teaching of 
Irish speak in opposition to the compul- 
sion we are told that we are “ik oy 
and to clear out of the country if We do 
not like it. Practically every position 
which is either directly or indirectly con- 
trolled by the Government is limited to 
those who have a competent—save the 
mark—knowledge of Irish. (Laughter.) 
In my opinion, much of this is camouflage. 
There is no efficient knowledge behind a 
great deal of it, and, in my humble 
opinion, the very excess of pressure to gain 
immediately what only time could effect 
will result in defeating its own object.

TEACHERS BREAK DOWN. 


STRAIN OF NEW DEMANDS. 


I would willingly suppert the encourage- 
ment of the teaching of Irish—short of com- 
pulsion. It is even advisable, in my opinion, 
that professional men who are brought in 
contact in @ professional way with the Irish- 
Cana) population should themselves be able 
to speak the language. I made two state- 
ments in the Dail—(1) that compulsory Irish 
is playing ducks and drakes with primary 
education—(Hear, hear)—and (2) that the 
secondary schools are honestly endeavouring 
to carry out the regulations of the Ministry 
of Education in regard to the teaching of 
Irish, in spite of the difficulty that has arisen 
in the finding of competent teachers on the 
subject. 

Over and over again national and primary 
school teachers came to me when they had 
broken down, and told me that they had 
spent the night before trying to make up 
something which they were to teach in Irish 
the following day. Teaching could not be 
done in such conditions. (Hear, hear.) 

What I do object to very strongly is that 
a pupil should get honours in six subjects 
and would not get even a pass in the exami- 
nation if he did not pass in Irish. (Applause. ) 


UNIVERSITY SUCCESSES. 

Wesley College, said Sir James, ranked 
high amongst the secondary schools of the 
Free State, and it had a splendid history of 
scholastic achievement. At the present 
moment it held a really astonishing record of 
University distinctions, so that it might 
fairly be claimed that at no time had its 
success been so great. (Hear, hear.) They 
had now 500 pupils. which was a reeord in 
itself; but of more importance were the dis- 
tinctions won during the year. A Univer- 
sity Studentship in two successive years was 
probably a unicne distinction for the pupils 
from any school, but that success was more 
remarkable when they found that one was in 
Mathematics and the other in Classics and 
Modern Literature. It meant that the teach- 
ing was of a very high order in that college. 
He congratulated the winners and the staff 
of the school, 
_ Concluding, Sir James Craig spoke of the 
importance of moral training, and the foster- 
ing of athletics in the weakly boys and girls. 
The strong and healthy could take care of 
themselves. (Applause. ) 

The Rev. J. T. Irwin, D.Litt., in his report. 
stated that the year through which they had 
just passed had been the most successful in 
the history of the school. (Applause.) One 
hundred and sixty-five new pupils were en- 
rolled, and the average attendance had been 
the highest on record. A few years ago 
the accommodation had been increased *by 
adding eight or ten classrooms. There was not 
now a vacant corner in the whole building. 
and to-day they rejoiced in a school that 
was not only one of the best housed and 
one of the best staffed, but the largest, 
amongst the Protestant schools in the Free 
State. Boarders came from every part of 
of Ireland, North and South, and at the 
moment there were several from England, 


NOT ROOM FOR ALL. 

They were not able to deal with all the 
applications for places in September—which 
was evidence that the College continued to 
be one of the popular boarding schools in 
this country. 

It was their aim, not only to retain, but 
to increase that popularity, and to that end 
there were three fundamental things they 
sought to keep in view~—(l) adequate pro- 
vision for the health and rí féarma, develop- 
ment of the pupils; (2) to ensure conditions 
under which it might be easy for a boy 
to form high ideals, to grow a soul, and to 
build a character; and (3) to offer educa- 
tional advantages that not only afford every 
opportunity to the pupils of average ability, 
but are an attraction to the most gifted. 

The staff at present includes twenty-five 
graduates and undergraduates, besides several 
specialists in music, art, and science. 

At the Intermediate examinations last 
June Irish was a compulsory subject for the 
Intermediate Certificate for the first time. 
As a consequence, the pass list was not 
up to their usual standard; nevertheless it 
reached about 60 per cent,, and several pupils 
received good honours in Irish. Hosgood, 
R., was first in French in the Intermediate 
Certificate; his. brother, Oscar, had the same 
distinction in the Leaving Certificate. Miss 
Sayers had first place in mathematics, and 
Hosgood and Gruson won scholarships value 
£80 each; so that, on the whole, the result 
was not second to that of any of the 
Protestant schools. 


PAST PUPILS’ DISTINCTIONS. 


He wondered if any school ever before 


was fortunate enough to! obtain the Mathe- 
matical Studentship one year and the 
Classical Studentship the following year. This 
year, in addition to the Studentship, they had 
eight Moderatorships, four of them first of 
the first class, three large gold medals, two 
old medals, two special Moderatorship prizes, 
first place at Scholarship, and first honoars 
at degree in the National University, with 
several degrees in Arts and in Medicine. 

These distinctions this year give Wesley 
College first place amongst Irish Schools in 
Dublin University. (Applause.) Miss Gurd, 
the Classical Student, had a most distin- 
guished career in the University. Entering 
with a sizarship and first Junior Exhibition. 
she has won practically every availabie prize 
and now graduates with a double Moderator 
ship. (Applause) 

Ón the motion of the Rev. R. [ee Cole, 
B.D.. a very cordial vote of thanks was 
accorded to Sir James Craig for having dis- 
tributed the prizes. 

The proceedings opened with the singing 
of ‘‘God save the King ” and prayers offered 
by the Rev. J. W. R. Campbell, M.A., for 
His Majesty's recovery.

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THE OMNIBUS AND ROADS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—In view of the accusations, reasoned 
aud urmreasoned, cast at the ‘buses as to the 
damage to roads, the following may be of 
interest to ‘bus-owners, county surveyors, 
Ministers and the general public. There are 
located within a twenty-mile radius two 
ieces of road—both running across a bog, 
th about the same length, and I should 
imagine that costs were very much the same. 
Let us call them A and B AA is a reinforced 
concrete road, built across a bog, carrying 
the total of the Dublin, Limerick and South- 
going traffic, including ‘bus, lorry and 
private car. I should say that it is one of 
the busiest roads in the country. This, road 
has been open for at least three years and 
is in excellent condition. B is a water-bound 
macadam road, was very heavily metalled, 
and was closed during the process of recon- 
struction. This road has hardly been open 
two years. It has no ‘bus traffic, and the 
sole traffic )s lorry and cars; yet this road, 
with less -traffic and with less use than A, 
is fast breaking up and is badly pot-holed. 
A ie tie reinforced concrete road leading 
to Monasterevan from Kildare. B is the 
main road between Mountmellick and Marv- 
borough. Both could be visited from Dublin 
within the hour by anyone interested. 
would suggest that Mr. Blythe and Mr.

ROAD DRIVERS. 

In his official report on the London North 
Eastern Railway accident, which occurred on 
August 17 at an occupation level crossing 
near Shepreth Station on the Hitehin-Cam- 
bridge Section of the line when an express 
demolished a motor lorry, Colonel A. C. 
Trench refers to the dangers of level cross- 
ings. 
He says, “ This accident draws attention 
to a risk which has only arisen within the 

st few years in connection with level cross- 
ing—t.e., the risk of the road vehicle derail- 
ing the train. It is evident that cateless- 
ness on the part of drivers of heavy road 
vehicles may cause serious risk of a train 
accident involving a number of lives. 

“Two other case@® of passenger train 
engines being derailéd by lorries at_ similar 
crossings pave occurred recently. There is 
also. a very large and increasing number of 
cases of motor vehicles colliding with and 
sometimes breaking through the closed gates 
of public road level crossings. As in almbst 
all the latter cases I understand that the 
railway company obtains payment from the 
motorist for the damage done, it is a rea- 
sonable assumption that the accident ia due 
to negligence on the part of the motor 
divers. In the event of the continuance and 
increase of similar accidents due to neglect 
of reasonable precautions on the part of 
drivers of road vehicles, it will be for con- 
sideration, whether additional safeguards i

The Parliaments of the Irish Free State 
amd ef Northern Ireland have risen for 
the Christmas recess, and when they meet 
again another year will have opened in 
the history of our island. The year that 
is drawing to a close -has been a year of | 
quiet, but steady, progress in both Irish 
States. Northern Ireland has been passing 
through a period of unparalleled depres- 
sion in its staple trades. During the last 
four or five years the linen industry has 
declined to an alarming extent. Public 
taste .seems to have changed since the 
and .a high tariff in America 
has helped to paralyse the trade 
of Northern Ireland. Fortunately, the 
ship-building industry at last is beginning 
to show signs of improvement. It suffered 
a severe shock at the beginning of the 
present year when the great firm of 
Messrs. Workman and Clark closed its 
yards ; but the newly constituted company 
has started work again, and hag orders 
to the extent of 75,000 tons 
on hands. The firm of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff has increased its output of 
tonnage from 62,313 to 78,181 tons, and 
during the industry 
will regain something of its former 
prosperity. Several new liners are on the 
stocks. At least two of them will exceed 
20,000 tons, while in addition the White 
Star Line has placed a contract in Belfast 
for the biggest liner in the world—a 
colossal ship which will measure 1,000 feet 
from stem to stern and will have a 
registered tonnage of 60,000 tons. 

In the Free State the agricultural 
industry has been making definite head- 
way. Exports have been increasing; there 
has been a corresponding diminution in 
imports, and the heavy balance of trade 
against the Free State, which for some 
years has been such a serious handicap to 
the country’s welfare, is being reduced to 
manageable proportions. It would be 
foolish to pretend that the Free State 
yet is in a flourishing condition, but it is 
considerably better than it was twelve 
months ago. Of course, much remains to 
be done. The transport problem is still 
acute, There is much unnecessary muddling 
between the farm and the British market ; 
but we may hope that the committee 
which has been established by the 
railway companies will help to smooth the 
path of transport, and generally to bring 
the producer more closely into touch with 
his cross-Channel customers. Taxes remain 
high, and, as the Minister for Finance has 
foreshadowed a Budget deficit next April, 
there seems to be little chancé of further 
Industrial development is ex- 
ceedingly slow, despite—or, possibly, as 
a result of—Mr. Blythe's “ protective ' 
tariffs.

** Hamlet” As News. 


As we announced yesterday, Boston. 
always in the front flight of thought, has 
discovered the real significance of 
‘‘Hamlet."” It is, in effect, the supreme 
text-book for journalists. Thirty-five 
students of Boston University are seeking 
the degree in journalism, and Dr. George 
B. Franklin, their professor of English, 
has set them to work on the “ human 
interest ’’ stories of ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ which, as 
he says, in a tremendous and just com- 
pliment to Shakespeare, “ cover almost all 
newspaper requirements.’” ‘Taking the 
réle of a news editor, Dr. Franklin has 
given various “ assignments’’ to his 
embryo reporters. Thus: “ King Hamlet 
has died suddenly and mysteriously. 
Claudius, the King’s brother, is named 
King. Hamlet Junior is the rightful 
successor to the throne. Somethiing has 
happened. Get the story.” This ‘‘assign- 
ment ” is intended for specialists in that 
popular department of American. jour- 
nalism where ‘‘ sleuth ’’ reporters compete 
with the official trackers of crime. There 
is no department, however, for which 
Shakespeare's myriad-minded genius has 
not made ample provision. -' There are 
rumours of a war with Norway; get an 
exclusive story '’—so Dr. “Franklin iftro- 
duces one pupil to the -study of foreign 
politics. Another, tn training as a socicty 
reporter, is instructed to investigate the 
estrangement between Hamlet and 
Ophelia. Another—destined, perhaps, to 
be a newspapers “ star ” psychologist— 
is sent upon the track of the late King's 
ghost. To yet another Dr. Franklim says: 
‘* Prince Hamlet is reported mad. There 
is a good story there’ indeed, even 
without young America’s embroidery, 
there is.

THE HON. FREDERIC ALLSOPP. 


Frederic Ernest: Aliopp. 


Captain the Hon. 
the first Baron 


eldest surviving son of 
Hindlip and uncle of the present Lord 
Hindlip, died suddenly at Droitwich yester- 
day. Mr. Allsopp had sufiered from heart 
trouble for some time. He was found dead 
in his chair yesterday morning. Born in 
1857, he obtained a commission in the Royal 
Horse Artillery, setved in the Aighan War 
of 1879-1881. aid was mentioned im despatches 
and awarded the medal with two clasps. He 
served also :n the Suakin Campaign of 1885 
(medal with clasp). and in the Burma Campaigu 
of 1886-87, and again was mentioned in 
despatches and was awarded the. medal with 
clasp.. The present Lord Hindlip is the son 
of the second Baron, the Hon. Frederic 
Allsopp’s elder brother. 

On Wednesday night Mr. Allsopp had 
attended a football meeting at Worcester. On 
returning home he went to his bedroom, but 
evidently did not retire to rest, tor yesterday 
morning his body was found in a reclining 
position in a camp chair. He had not been 
well recently, and had ben medically 
attended His doctor yesterday was able to 
certify the cause of death, and no inquest 
will be necessary. Mr. Allsopp had interested 
himself in politics, and at one time was pro- 
minent in Liberal circles in the Evesham 
Division of Worcestershire. 


DEAN ROSSITER. 


The Right Rev. Walter Rossiter, P.P., V.G., 
Dean of Ferns, died yesterday after a short 
illness.at. his residence, New Ross. “Born at 
Wexford, he was ordained at Maynooth tn 
1880. After a year’s work on the English 
Mission he wes appointed curate at Ennis- 
corthy. Afterwards he was appointed’ Pro- 
fessor at St. Peter's’ College, Weford. From 
1898 to 1901 he was curate to Dean Kavanagh. 
Parish Priest of New Ross. Then he suc- 
ceeded Canon Fortune in Killaveney. Dean 
Rossiter was chairman of the New Ross 
Technical Committee.

The statement issued on medical 
authority last night as to the condition 
of the King, with the bulletin of this 
morning, leads to the belief that the King 
may be considered to be out of immediate 
danger, and that slow, but, it is hoped, 
steady, progress towards convalescence is 
assured. This was strengthened by the 
definite pronouncement issued by 
King’s doctors this afternoon. In medica! 
circles it is thought that there should be 
‘no further complications ; but at the same 
time it is obvious that His Majesty wil! 
require the most careful treatment and 
nursing for many weeks to come. At 
Buckingham Palace to-day there was a 
marked revival of optimism, and the 
bulletin was regarded as certifying to the 
remarkable power of the resistance offered 
to a prolonged and very serious illness. 
A medical authority states to-day that 
what was greatly feared at one time, a 
general infection, has been warded off, 
but that the best feature of the situation 
at present is that the King is enjoying 
some natural sleep. To-day was the first 
time that the words “a good night” 
appeared, and this means a very great 
deal at the present moment. 


Balletins. 


The five doctors who have been mostly 
in attendance on the King—Sir Stanley 
Hewett, Lord Dawson, Sir Humphry 
Rolleston, Sir E. Farquhar Buzzard and 
Sir Hugh Rigby—met in consultation at 
Buckingham Palace this afternoon for the 
purpose of preparing a review of the case. 
Complaint has been made that the 
bulletins issued from the Palace have not 
been quite as explanatory as some people 
would desire. After examining the King 
the doctors adjoum to another room, where 
they compare all the notes, mental and 
written, made while attending the patient. 
This conference on occasions lasts some 
time, since there are so many aspects of 
the case to consider. The bulletin. is 
timed at the moment the examination of 
the King is finished, but it is not issued 
until its form has been decided upon by 
the doctors in consultation. As soon as 
they have concluded their work, a drait 
bulletin is sent to the Queen. It is then 
sent out for publication. 


Prince George. 


Flags were flying in London to-day in 
honour of the birthday of Prince George, 
who will be home at Buckingham Palace 
to-morrow.

STATEMENT BY GAS 
COMPANY. 


“WE RECOGNISE NO 
RESPONSIBILITY.” 

The Gas, Light and Coke Company 
stated last night :— 

“The Gas, Light and Coke Company 
desire to let the public know that the 
conditions and circumstances of the explo- 
sion in Holborn this morning were 
entirely exceptional and unprecedented. 

“Tt occurred in a post office tunnel 
running under the road from Kingsway, 
past the Prince’s Theatre, to the top of 
Charing Cross road, and at which post 
office employés were working. 

““It caused extensive damage to the 
company’s maing and services in the 
vicinity, and brought about considcrable 
escapes of gas, from which fires ensued. 

“The company greatly regret the 
serious discomfort and inconvenience 
caused to the public. 

“They recognise no responsibility for 
the accident, but, by working night and 
day, they are doing everything possible to 
effect repairs to, their mains and_ to 
vestore normal conditions at the earliest 


possible moment.’ 
BROKEN WATER PIPES. 

An official of the Metropolitan Water 
Board told a Press Association reporter: 
““One twelve-inch water pipe and two 
eight-inch ones were broken in the 
explosion, but we have made temporary 
arrangements, and now nearly all the 
houses and publie buildings within the 
affected area have water supplies.”’ 

£50,000 DAMAGE TO ROADS. 

Mr. J. E. Parr, the Holborn Borough 
Council Surveyor, told a Press Association 
yeporter that as yet it was impossible to 
say how much damage had been done. 

“It may be one hundred and fifty 
thousand pounds worth; it may be less, 
it may be more,” he said. ‘ The esti- 
mate of £50,000 damage to roads, sewers 
and other underground facilities, I think, 
however, is roughly accurate.”’ 

No direct attempt was made to quell the 
flames, which Jeaped in bursts through the 
eracks in the roadway round the burning 
building. Thus it was hoped to minimise 
the risk of further explosions. 

At most of the entrances to the affected 
area were fire engines, with hose laid on 
the roadway, reddy for any emergency.

STATEMENT . BY PRIME 
MINISTER. 
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From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday.

Sir Vivian Henderson replied ‘that he had 
seen many statements on. the subject, and 
they were all entirely conflicting. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel, becretary to the 
Treasury, in reply to Mr. Day, said that 
Bank of England notes were legal tender in 
England and Wales. It was not the practice 
to ask the person who tendered notes of £5 
and upwards to write his name and address 
on the back of the notes. There was “ho 
cbligation on the part of the person to comply 
with such a request, and equally there was 
he obligation to givé change. | 

Mr. Day asked whether the Financial 
Secretary would confer with the Postmaster- 
General, so that Post Officc assistants should 
not ask people to sign their. name@ and write 
their addresses on Bank of England notes. 
Mr. Samuel said that Mr. Day was under a 
misapprehension if he thought that the Post 
Office insisted upon that, but he atlded that 
he would have the request conveyed to the 
Postmaster-General. 


RELIEF OF DISTRESS. 

The Government’s proposals to assist the 
distressed areas gave rise to a long debate, 
in the course of which the Labour membei's 
expressed their dissatisfaction with both the 
form and the extent of the proffered help. 
The Government offer, which was put befGre 
the House in the shape. of. Supplementary 
Estimates, provided for a sum of £100,000 
to assist in the transference to and establish- 
ment 6f families in places where men had 
obtained work, £155,000 in aid of the Lord 
Mayor’s Fund, and £20,625 for relief in the 
distressed mining areas in Scotland. 

The vote was moved by the Prime 
Minister. He began by expressing his belief 
that permanent relief in the distressed 
areas could only be secured. by transferring 
families to more prosperous centres. There 
were, so far as he could estimate, 1,258 men, 
including a small proportion of juveniles, who 
were getting into other work every week. 
During the last four months there had moved 
into other occupations about 15,000,° and 
that during a time when the employment 
market had been falling. In the last four 
years 560,000 persons additional had been 
absorbed into the. living industry. of the 
country, which was at the rate of 90,000 a 
vear. The suggestion that the absorbtion 
into these areas would seriously interfere 
with employment was, he thourht, based 
upon a fallacy: Industry was a living 
organism, and there was no risk -of* any 
locality being flooded by transference. 

In the matter of emigration, the pro- 
gramme for the coming year would provide 
for the yey of at least 6,000 trained or 
tested men to Canada, and he hoped that the 
reduction in fares would stimulate nermal 
emigration to the Dominions. Mr. Baldwin 
went on to say that, with the exception cf 
certain black spots. the country, as a whole. 

is prosperous. There were Labour ironical 
cheers at this, and Mr. Kirkwood shouted— 

“The rich are getting richer, and the poor 
poorer.” 

Mr. Baldwin, ignoring the interruptions, 
said that for the most part the stented of 
living in the country was higher to-day than 
in any other,country in Europe. Unless, he 
said, they were going down in the bottomles: 
pit, he would probably be branded as an 
optimist; but he had never gone farther than 
to say that the outlook was not unhgopeful. 
or that he had beer called all sorts of names. 
He agreed that at the present moment the 
outlook was disappointing, but he held th::t 
they might, without being unduly optimistic, 
look for a general expansion of trade im. the 
country. It was not too much td @xpect 
that next vear the purchasing power “in re- 
gard to ordinary: commodities would ‘come 
back to something like normality. 

Of course, it had been said, and would be 
said, that the Government were eithéf not 
doing anything, or not doing enough. Well, 
they expected that; but. there would be time 
to offer useful and constructive suggestions. 
In concluding, Mr, Baldwin taid—“1 
have heard, in the course of the last 
few days, observations from the Opposi- 
tion which lead me to think that they 
dislike very much the idea of what is called 
private charity being made use of- in a 
matter of this kind, I confess my stand- 
point is a little different. I believe, that 
the sympathy which is being engendered in 
the country to-day is bringing together -all 
those areas which in the past has been 
isolated—bringing them together more in the 
stream of life and sympathy of the country. 
That is wholly for good. To hon. mem 
bers who dislike the use of the word charity, 
I would make one observation—chatity is 
a word which is used in the Authorised Ver- 
sion, it is used in the Revised Version, and 
is called love. I recommend that to hon. 
members opposite, (Ministerial cheers.) 


WHAT IS CHARITY? 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald agreed that the 
Premier had given them a definition of 
charity which was quite sound, but there 
was a Persian definition, which said— 
‘“ Charity is a virtue that js required to over- 
take negiect.’’ (Labour cheers.) The Prime 
Minister has referred to 1926. He won- 
dered what the Government would have done 
hac they been prevented from alluding to the 
events which took place in that year, but 
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in order to gauge correctly’ the industrial. 


Situation it would be necessdry to go back 
to 1921 and 1922. ‘The year 1926 was but a 
reaction against what had happened in those 
years. He complained that the Government 
had waited until the last day’ before the 
recess to present these supplementary esti- 
mates, but they might forgive that if the 
measures proposed were adequate. They 
were not adequate, however, and the Frime 
Minister could not escape the blame he de- 
served to bear 

The Government's contribution was to be 
pound for pound. Well, the measure of the 
Government's support would not meet the 
needs of the community. It came to this— 
that if the public did not subscribe the 
Government would give nothing. That was 
a vicious principle upon which to vote Go- 
vernment money; it was thoroughly absurd 
and thoroughly unsound. 

Sir Basil Peto suggested that the only 
permanent solution for unemployment lay in 
the extension of safeguarding to the basic 
industries, and Major Gunston recommended 
the provision of small holdings for the out- 
of-work miners. 

Mr, Smillie, the Wahour membor for 
Morpeth, produced, for the inspection of 
members, a pair of boots as supplied to 
children through the Lord“ Mayor’s Fund. 
They were in a dilapidated condition, and 
were, he said, wholly unsuitable ° footwear 
for wet weather. He, like Mr. Macdonald 
and his friends, disliked charity, Relief 
should be made a national charge. and the 
mines worked in the interests of the State, 
and not in the interest of individuals. 

Sir John Gilmour, dealing with thé position 
in regard to Scotland, to which the Lord 
Mavor’s Fund did not extend, said that the 
Government were providing a sum calculated 
on the basis of the usual percentage of 
eleven-eighteenths of whatever the amount 
might be which the Government gave towards 
the relief scheme in England and Wales. The 
fund would be administered by the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, and it was proposed 
to set up a central clearing station in Edin- 
burgh. 

Mr. Boothby spoke with enthusiagm of the 
food value of herrings, and deplored the 
apathy of members in not making more gene- 
rally known. this nutritious article of diet, 
which was cheap, and would prove oí great 
value in the distressed areas.

EXAMINATIONS.

(2) it was not to be treated as a final and 
decisive test, cutting off without Sta 
of reconsideration.any boys who failed to get 
a certain proportion of marks; and (ó) the 
sole object of the entrance test was to ensure 
that boys admitted were en ng oe likely to 
be able to do the work, benefit. by the educa- 
tion of the schools, and bé placed in a 


sijitable form. 
Dr. Cyril Norwood, Headmaster of 
Harrow, said that he gave only cold support 
ered 
et The 


to thé resolutions, as they in no way o 
any way out of their difficulties. 
standard of the. examination is generally 
agreed to be as low as it can be. I am 
confident that I could take a class at an 
elementary school of boys up to twelve-and- 
a-half yeats and teach them to pass the 
«As a qualifying, parts of the papers in 
twelve months. have yet to hear any 
evidence that the examination is really com- 
petitive. It is a very easy examination, and 
is not regarded as final. If you reject a 
certain number of boys, nothing will prevent 
it being said that a school, as a matter of 
fact, makes an examination competitive. I 
have’ never made it competitive. When at 
Marlborough, I was faced . with the 
alternative of making the examination com: 
petitive or breaking faith with parents to 
whom places had been promised for their 
sons. . 

“I do not hesitate to repeat the state- 
ment which I have made, that the examina- 
tion has led to cramming of boys. I have 
seen every year a certain number of boys 
coming to my schools who have been mada 
unfit to profit by ordinary methods of class 
instruction. The foundations have been 
badly laid, and boys have been hurried on 
to advanced work, with the result that they 
are in a mental muddle. I have read, in a 
peepesetie? school circular, that the subjects 
or the greater part of the examination cur- 
riculum are such that cramming is not even 
possible. 

“We may have different beliefs as to what 
cramming is. To my mind, it means push- 
ing further food into a person before the 
previous food is properly digested. Cram- 
ming establishments do exist, and are 
growing. They take boys from the prepara- 
tory schools to get them through the common 
entrance examination. 

do not want to destroy the preparatory 
schools, but I do want them to watch the 
process of education. I believe that no child 
ought to be examified by his tutors till he 
reaches the age of fifteen. The present pro- 
cess of making a child's future depend on an 
exnmination of this character is one which does 
tend to destroy interést and kill in a child 
the desire to know. I believe a better way 
would be to abolish the examinations and 
trust the preparatory schools, and offer them 
a partnership in the education of the boys. 
There must be a constructive policy between 
the public schools and the preparatory 
schools. We must throw off the examination 
obsession, which is getting more and more of 
a hold on our education. (Cheers.) 

I have strung hopes that the examination 
will be abolished in the not distant future. 

Mr. W. W. Vaughan, Rugby, said that 
the real difficulty was not the common 
entrance examination, but that teachers in 
the preparatory schools were weak. The 
examination did do something to improve 
teaching in the echools. It was better that 
a. boy should learn something, evetmif he was 
to be examined on it, than to learg nothing 
at all.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


From Revter’s Cokgespon vent. 
RIGA, Thirsday. 

After a conference in Moscow, the 
Soviet authorities decided. to adopt 
measures to reassure the population, who 
had been greatly excited . the bread 
crisis which made its reappearance in 
acute’ form last week.. The immediate 
cause was apparently a detision of the 
Government to bake less bread. This 
gave rise-to the rumour that there was a 
shortage, and led to a pahic among the 
population. Long queues were everywhere 
in evidence, and frantic people rushed 
from shop to shop looking fdr bread. 

The conference decided ‘that it would 
not only be necessary to countermand the 
orders previously issued, which had been 
rendered ineffective by mismanagement 
and faulty organisation, but to increase 
the quantity of bread baked. Managed 
properly, Moscow, it was claimed, had 
suihcient stocks of food to feed the entire 
population, but mismanagement had pre- 
cipitated a crisis, for which the culprits 
would be punished.

ANNUAL’ REPORT OF 


TRUSTEES.

GERMAN STANDARD OF 
LIVING IMPROVED. 
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From Roeoterk’s CORREAPONDFNT. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

The annual report of the Agent-General 
for Reparations is not yet ready for pub- 
lication, -but his various Conimissioners 
and trustees have to-day issued. their 
customary report, covering the fourth 
annuity year, ending August 3ist. . It 
shows that all pa ts due have been 
promptly met by Germany. 

The Commissioner of the ‘Reichsbank 
sums up his review by remarking that 
there has been a far-reaching ‘re-drganisa-. 
tion and rationalisation of the industrial 
system of Germany. The standard “oí 
living among the lowest of the people has 
appreciably risen, and in the case of a 
great part of the working-class has again 
reached, or surpassed, the pre-war level. 
The Commissioner points out that 
large short-time debt of Germany remains 
a serious fedture, but it is a satisfactory 

henomenon that the position of” the 

ichsbank has continually improved, and 
is to-day stronger than at any other time 
in the last four years. 

The Trustee for German Industrial ‘De- 
béntures stys:—It may well be coneluded 
that the output of German industry 
developed satisfactorily in 1027-1928, and 
maintained, on the whole, the high level 
reached. Proof of this is afforded both 
by the figures for unemployment, which 
fell short of the 1926-1927 level, and by 
the increased export of finished goods, in 
particular iron and steel goods and 
machinery—especia]!y electric machinery. 

: E RAILWAYS. 

The Commissioner for the German Rail- 
ways mentions that the total receipts for 
the first nine months of the present year 
show an increase of 3.1 per cent., as com- 

red with 1927, which was a verv satis- 
actory year. QOompared with 1926, the 
1928 receipts for the railways are found to 
have increased by 16.3 per cent. 

The Commissioner of Controlled Revennes 
states that in 1927-1928 there was an in- 
crease of 7 per cent. in the consumption 
of beer, an, increase of 2 per cent. in 
tobaceo, and a decrease of 2 per cent. in 
spirits subject to tax. The average yield 
of the beer tax during the period of five 
months covered by his report was 31) 
million gold marks, against 28 millions 
odd for the samé poiiod last year. The 
Commissioner remarks that German 
breweries appear to be in a flourishing 
financial condition, as they Jast year dis- 
tributed an average dividend of 10 per 
cent,, and it is anticipated that they will 
show at least equal profits this year.

ROME, Thursday, 

Monday’s Consistory has again raises 
the question of the present composition of 
the Sacred College. 

It is remarked that Pius XÍ., since his 
accession to the Pontifical Throne on 
February 6th, 1922; has created thirty 
Cardinals, of whom exactly fifteen have 
been Italian and fifteen non-lItalian 
Four of them have already died—one 
Italian, Cardinal Bongano, atid three non. 
Italians, including the late Archbishop 
of Armagh, Patrick O'Donnell, the other 
two being a Frenchman and a Spaniard. 

With the recent death “of Carding) 
Francica Nava, Archbishop of Catania. 
the vacancies in the Sacred Colleve 
amount to seven, and there may be still 
more beiore next spring, when the Pontiff 
will hold a new Consistory, in which it is 
considered certain that new Cardinals wil} 
be created. 

Ireland is anxious again to have a 
representative im the Sacred College, and 
the choice rests between the Archbishon 
of Dublin and the Archbishop of Armagh, 
If, therefore, the next Consistory should 
have in store a Cardinal each for Ireland. 
Australia and Argentina, there would sti]! 
be room for at least two Italian ones. 

This would further increase the number 
of non-ltalian members in the Sacred 
College, which would then be composed of 
thirty-two Italians and thirty-six ne 
Italians.

A JUDGE'S ADVICE TO 
SISTER LITIGANTS. |

Sitting in the Chancery Court, Belfast 
vesterday, Mr. Justice Wilson gave sound 
advice to three sisters who were litigants in 
his Court. 

The plaintiff is Mrs. Florence Mary 
Burke, of Rathgael, Bangor, and the 
defendants are Miss Mar "sabel Eveline 
hose-Cleland and Miss Maud Ethel Rose- 
Cleland, also of Rathgael, Bangor. The 
plaintiff asked for a partition or sale of the 
outstanding estate of the late Richard Rose- 
Cleland, as to which each of the parties is 
entitled to a one-third share. 

Nr. 8. C. Porter (instructed by Messrs. 
Galway, MaclIlwaine and Seeds) was for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. J. McGonigal, K-C., and 
Mr. P. 8. Bell (instructed by Messrs. H. and 
W. Mahaffy) for the defendants 

The hearing had been adjourned on Wednes- 
day in order that negotiations for a settle- 
ment might be continued, and yesterday when 
ihe case was called Mr. McGonigal, K.C., 
intimated to his lordship that no agreement 
had been reached. : 

His Lordship—Do the parties understand 
that every day they come here to Court they 
are taking money out of their pockets?! 

Mr. McGonigal said that this had been 
arties. The solicitors, 
he added, stili thought there was a chance 
of a settlement. They were in consultation 
up to half-past five on the previous evening 
and they had got it down to a very little 
ey so much so that the terms of a consent 
iad been drafted. 

WASTING MONEY. 

His lordship, addressing the plaintiff and 
the defendants, said that they were three 
sisters and apparently they owned the 
property. The only contest that he could see 
between them was that two wanted to keep 
on the property as it was, and the third 
wanted to sell it. She was entitled either 
to sell or partition it, and the costs of that 
were a very substantial affair. They could 
not increase the value of the whole property, 
and all of them, instead of spending their 
money on Christmas gifts to the poor, or to 
their friends, or for themselves, were spending 
it uselessty in Court—they might as wel 
throw it in the fire. The greatest amongst 
the three of them was the one who gave in 
WAR and she would be the happiest in the 
end. 

“For heaven's 


sake put your heads 
together,” added his lordship, ‘* become 
gevial, and settle. I will give you half-an- 
hour. You are just throwing money away, 
and each of you will have to pay one-third 
of the costs of the business when it js all! 
finished. If you do not you are very, very 
foolish. If you were mv own daughters |! 
would give you the same advice. Do try and 
settle it.” 

The Court adjourned, and when his lord- 
ship resumed, Mr. McGonigal, K.C., said that 
he was glad to be in a position to state 
n settlement by consent had been reached and 
signed by the parties. 

THE SETTLEMENT. 

Counsel read the consent, the terms of 
which stipulated that all further proceedings 
be stayed except in so far as it was neces 
sary to carry out the consent. and that the de- 
fendants were to pay to the plaintiff +1,000 
in due discharge of the plaintiff’s one-third 
share in the hereditaments and premises. 
the subject of the action, and also in full 
discharge of all claims and demands of every 
nature and kind that the plaintiff may have 
against the defendants. It was further set 
out that all the furniture, pictures and other 
articles at the date of consent in Rathgael 
House, including the two paintings— Anne of 
Cleves and head and shoulders of a man— 
with certain exceptions, shall be the property 
of the defendants as tenants in common, the 
deiendants agreeing io release the plaintiff and 
her husband from all claims, the plaintiff to 
give up quiet and peaceable possession of the 
rooms sce now occupied at Rathgael Honse, 
and the parties respectively to abide their 
own costs of the action. 

Making the consent a rule of Court, his 
Lordship said he was glad the affair had been 
settled. 
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COUNCILLORS. 
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DUBLIN COUNTY APPOINT. 
MENTS. 


At a meeting of the Dublin County Council 
yesterday, with Mr. J. A. O'Neill in the 
chair, a letter from the secretary of the Local 
Appointments Commission was read, stating 
that the Commissioners recommend Mrs. 
Josephine Leahy for appointment as tem- 
porary tuberculosis nurse for County Dublin, 
and that amongst her qualifications was three 
years’ experience as a nurse in the City Hos- 
pital, Montana, U.S.A., and six and a half 
years as matron of the Sanatorium and Tuber 
culosis Dispensary, Kilkenny. 

Mr. Rooney suggested that the Council de- 
cline to approve of Miss Leahy’s appointment 
on the grounds that they had already ap- 
winted temporarily to this position a Miss 
Peel 

Mr. Belton asked what was the difference 
between this appointment and the appoint- 
ment of Miss Lawless. They were Loth being 
called temporary appointments. 

The Chairman said the Council had asked 
the Appointments Commission to recommend 
a person for the position, hoping, of course, 
that Miss Lawless, the person of their own 
selection, would be recommended, but it did 
not come out that way. 

Mrs. Cosgrave—Miss Leahy has probably 
been appointed because of her experience in 
tubereulosis work. 

Mr. P. J. Curran agreed with Mr. Rooney 
that the Council should refuse to give their 
approval to the appointment of Miss Leahy. 
Only the previous day they had received a 
Jetter from the Local Government Department 
objecting to the Council’s sending a young 
medical officer to the United States to take 
out a degree there, and now they appointed 
this lady because she came from the United 
States of America. 

The Secretary said that Miss Leahy was a 
County Dublin girl. 

Mr. P. Belton said that he would give Miss 
Leahy credit for having spent three years in 
America and he was glad she was a Dublin 
girl, but. at the same time they should re- 
member that Miss Lawless, whom the Council 
had temporarily appointed to the position and 
hoped would be approved, would not be look- 
ing for the job at all if her father had stayed 
at home and had not sacrificed all he had 
for his country.

RIDICULOUS SNOBBERY 
OF SMALL TOWNS, 
i Si 


Addressing a public meeting in the 
Athenzum, Enniscorthy, on Wednesday night, 
at the distribution of prizes to the Technical 
Institute pupils, Mr. Ó. Esmonde, T.D., said 
that the question of cookery had an important 
bearing on the economic problems of the 
eb Bad cooking was the greatest 
obstacle to the development of tourist traffic. 
Although at meetings to ‘‘ boost.’ the Irish 
tourist traffic all kinds of complimentary 
9 4 are said about improvements in hotels, 
the fact remains that they are still. far behind 
the hotels in other small countries in Western 
Europe in cooking. Hotel proprietors, not 
so much in the East as in the West of 
Ireland, say that what is good enough for 
commercial travellers should be good enough 
for anyone. That is not true, because com- 
mercial travellers can eat all kinds of things 
and drink things which would poison an 
ordinary human being. (Laughter.) 

The supposed superiority of clerical or 
commercial occupations: over trade. and 
engineering was a very old-fashioned point 
of view. Throughout Ireland, particularly in 
the small towns, there was a curious survival 
of ridiculous snobbery in such matters, which 
does harm to the country. It existed practi- 
cally nowhere else. It was disappearing in 
England, it never existed in America, and it 
was high time that the last of it was seen 
here. 

CHEATING AND MEANNESS. 

If this country was to become really 
prosperous and efficient there were even more 
important things than technical instruction. 
The people must get rid of certain attitudes 
of mind which are the relics of slavery. There 
was, in the first place, the question of cheat- 
lug. ‘‘Cheating is very prevalent in this 
country, he said. “There is more cheating 
at cards in this country than in many other 
countries.” There were people who laughed 
at, cheating at cards. These were the people who 
would cheat in public life and business, 

There was another relic of slavery which 
he might describe as meanness. This, he said, 
is the only country where to a certain extent 
it is popular to be mean. He did not mean 
financially mean, but mean in speech and 
action. ' To a certain extent the meaner you 
are the more popular you are. Meanness is 
decreasing rapidly; but not so rapidly as it 
might. There is a certain amount of popu- 
larity attached to meanness in public utter- 
ances. For instance, if a man rises from the 
bottom of the ladder in America or Australia 
the people are proud of it, but in Ireland 
such a man is sneered at.’’ 

This sort of meanness, he added, would 
continue in the mentality of many of the 
older generation, but they looked to the youth 
of the country to get rid of meanness as being 
unpatriotic, 


WORK AND PROSPERITY. 

The Very Rev. Dean H. C. Lyster, who 
presided, said they were all agreed that they 
must work to make Ireland prosperous. He 
was afraid that it was not as prosperous as 
they would ]1¥e it to be. On several occasions 
they had been told by those in authority that 
the country has turned the corner and that 
we are advancing to prosperity. He was 
afraid, from local observations, that they did 
not feel very confident that such was the case. 
Undoubtedly there was a great deal of unem- 
ployment and ‘distress at the present time, 
and industries did not seem to be as a rule 
flourishing. Our staple industry, agriculture, 
was not prosperous. In sixty years our chief 
competitor, Denmark, had advanced from 
poverty to prosperity by means of education. 
What had been done in one country could 
be done in another. 

He hoped that more students would take 
up economics. It was obvious by the letters 
which sometimes appeared in the newspapers 
on many subjects that a great many people 
are ignorant of the rudiments of economics. 
Economics had no connection with litics, 
although the confusion of the two had in- 
jured the discussion of economics in many 
countries. 


THE DISAPPEARING VILLAGES. 

Mr. Thomas McCarthy, Chairman of the 
Urban Gouncil, said that the completion of 
the Shannon electricity scheme and the 
development of frausport would bring rapid 
changes in this country. The village and 
small town will disappear and the industries 
will be centralised in a few large cities The 
demand for unskilled labour will be Jess. and 
there will be more use for the semi-skilled. 
rhe training afforded in the technical schools 
would prepare the youth for the changes of 
the future 

A new engineering school was opened by 
Dean Lyster, and an exhibition of cookery 
and students’ work in the trade and com- 
mercial sections Was held in the Institute.

The plaintiff con- 
sidered that the action which he had brought 
in consequence was a proper one for trial in 
the High Court. 

Lord Justice Andrews said that they had 
no difficulty in the case regarding the visible 
means of the plaintiff and no difficulty re- 
garding the serious nature of the imjuries. 
The serious nature of those injuries had been 
admitted. The case resolved itself into the 
issue whether the plaintiff had given evi- 
dence before them of a prima facie cause of 
action. The evidence had been produced in 
the affidavits read before them. He would 
not suggest that the order made had not 
been justified by the eviderice before the 
Lord Chief Justite, but he was convinced 
that the evidence before them now and not 
before the Lord Chief Justice presented a 
prima facie cause of the action, which 
ouc’.t to be prosecuted in the higher courts.

THE POSITION OF GENERAL 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Wednesday. 
At to-day’s meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners, Mr. Wichard Wallace, Chair- 
man, presiding, Mr. T. B. Barry, who was 
temporarily appointed General Superintendent 
some months ago, was transferred to the 
established list, tollowing a protracted debate. 
Mr. fF. J. Waly, the former Chairman ol 
the Board, who proposed the notice oí motion 
to that etfect, pointed out that Mr. Barry 
had been engaged in the first instance because 
the property of ther Board was being 
stolen, and that the fact was not being re- 
ported to their General Manager, Uther 
:neidents which had preceded’ his appoint- 
ment as General Supermtendent were the 
coming to light of the fact, that in their 
employment was one watchman who for seven 
months ‘‘had never dreamt of doing ins 
work,’ and also that men acting as foremen 
failed to turn up to their work, with the 
result that the employés had no one to m- 
struct them. Since his appointment, Mr. 
Barry had furnished reports weekly ou. their 
outdoor works, and his latest report was in 
itself sufficient proof of the necessity to 
have in their employment a General Superin- 
tendent in whom they had every confidence. 
Mr. Daly went on to object to the ruling 
out of order of previous notices of motion. 
Mr. H. G. T. Flinn seconded the motion, 
and said that the affairs of the Board had 
required some tightening up, and in order 
to put Mr. Barry in-@ stronger position he 
should be placed on a permanent basis. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSAL. 
Mr. J. Barry opposed the proposition, and 
moved that the terms of Mr. Barry's appoint- 
ment for three years, with annual ratification, 
be adhered to. 
Mr. J. Kelleher, who seconded the amend- 


Justice Mackinnon to. be ex-officio Commis: | 


ment, said that after many years in public 
life he still retained his independence, and 
would refuse to do as he was ordered. on this 
occasion. 

Mr. William Ellis, Chairman Cork 
Technical Instruction Committee, said that 
he had always favoured comfetitive examina- 
tion for public office, but this course was not 
taken by the Cork Harbour Commissioners. 

Mr. ©. C. Mercier said that it was entirely 
incompatible with the dignity of the position 
to employ Mr. Barry in a temporary capacity. 

Mr. J. J. Horgan, solicitor, pointed out 
that there were four officials charged with 
the duty of supervision of the Board's works 
—a duty which they now propesed to impose 
on Mr. Barry. If sny or all of those officials 
were not executing their duties, let them 
‘ace facts and get rid of them. He certainly 
would vote for that if such were proved to his 
satisfaction, but that had not been done. 


THE PUBLIC AND THE APPOINTMENT. 

Mr. J. O'Sullivan said that the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners: were suffering from a 
plague of superintendents, and instead of 
appointing another they should conserve their 
money. 

. BR. W. Sinnott subseribed to the very 
efficient manner in which Mr. Barry had 
discharged his duties, but suggested that a 
more opportune time would arrive for his 
permanent appointment. 

Sir John Scott said that the general public 
should have been given the opportunity of 
competing for such an important position. 

After further discussion, Mr. Daly’s motion 
was carried by a small majority. -

debating a motion by Mr. Johnson, the 
Labour leader, asking the Executive 
Council to provide a Parliamentary 
draughtsman specially to assist the 
Second Chamber in draughting bills. 

The motion was seconded by a Govern- 
ment representative, Dr. Gogarty, but 
was Se by other representatives of 
the Government Party, as well as by 
members of the Independent and Fianna 
Fail Parties. 

The Minister for Finance said that the 
moticn, if carried, would mean doubling 
the work of the officials, and said that he 
did not think public money should be 
expended on the preparation of bills 
unless they had a reasonable chance of 
passing. 

The Senate, he suggested, would be 
better engaged in criticising legislation 
that might come before it from the other 
House than in initiating legislation on 
any large scale. 

An amendment postponing discussion of 
the matter for twelve months or more was 
passed on a show of hands. : 

A number of bills passed final reading. 


HINT OF MANY SENATE 
BILLS. 


OFFICIAL DRAUGHTSMEN’S 
BUSY PROSPECT. 

Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT presided. 

Mr. THOMAS JOHNSON (Labour) moved 
—That in the opinion of the Senate 
the services of a _ skilled  Parlia- 
mentary draughtsman should be avail- 
able for the assistance of the House in 
draughting bills, and that the Senate request 
and recommend to the Executive Committee 
that provision be made for this service when 
preparing the estimates for the year 1929- 
1950. 
Having referred to the value of Parha- 
mentary institutions, Mr. Johnson said that 
it was most desirable that the Senate should 
be in a position to initiate legislative pro- 

~sals, and that these ris i = should be 
skilfully draughted. His object was that the 
Senate, by the most efficient legislative com- 
petence, should assist in establishing the 
prestige and authority of the Oireachtas and 
ihe Senate. The Oireachtas was founded at 
a time when there was dissatisfaction with 
Parliamentary institutions. They had to face 
& situation in this country in which general 
eynicism to a considerable extent prevailed, 
lecause the idea of Parliamentary govern- 
ment had not yet established itself in the 
minds of the people. 

Mr. McKEAN rose to a point of order, and 
asked if Mr. Johnson was not wandcring 
away from the subject of the motion. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. 
was in order. 

Mr. JOHNSON, proceeding, said that it 
could not be said of any group or party in 
the House that anyone amongst them was so 
well equippel that they could introduce a 
measure in such a form that it could be 
adopted. He did not think that the initiation 
of legislation should entirely depend on the 
Ministry of the day. It would be to the 
good that members of the Senate, as well as 
members of the Dail, should be required 
occasionally to face the practical difficulties 
which Jegislative proposals involved. For 
that purpose it was desirable that members 
should have at their disposal the service of 
an expert Parliamentary draughtsman. . His 
proposal, he believed, would not involve any 
increase of expenditure or any increase in the 
staff. 

‘SNOWED UNDER WITH WORK.” 

Dr. GOGARTY seconded the motion. He 
said that on two occasions when he wanted 
the assistance of the Parliamentary draugths- 
man he was unable to obtain it. In the first 
year of the Senate Lord Glenavy proposed 
that a draughtsman be appointed. but they 
were then told that such an appointment was 
unnecessary, as the services of a draughtsman 
were available. When he wished to intro 
duce a bill for the preservation of anciont 
monuments he found that the Parliamentary 
draughtsman was ‘“‘snowed under” with 
work. Jt was, he said, high time, in view

Mr. O'DOHERTY (Fiatina Fail) moved cv

He said that the rights 
and privileges of Senaturs should be preserved 
and facilitated by whatever Executive Council 
was lu power, and the amendment would 
make that possible. 

BIG ADDITIONAL EXPENSE. 

Mr. MILROY (Government) suggested that 
the real object of the motion was that a 
skilled Parliamentary daughtsman should be 
placed at the disposal of Senator John- 
son, because by the time he had dealt 
with him the Parliamentary daughtsman 
would have little time left for anybody else. 
From inquiries he had made he found that 
the proposal, if accepted, would mean an 
additional impost of two or three thousand 
pounds. It would mean the appointment of 
a full-time officer and a staff. The Senate 
had the right to initiate legislation, but that 
was no reason why it should embark upon 
wholesale legislation which would almost pre- 
clude Senators from their real function of 
examining and revising legislation introduced 
by the Government which had the responsi- 
bility for the finances of the State. 


FINANCE MINISTER'S ADVICE. 

Mr. DLYTHE, Minister for Finanee, said 
that the appointment of a Parliamentary 
draughtsman would not help Senators over 
the difficulty of preparing legislation. It 
would mean the doubling of the work of de- 
partments and officials, and he did not think 
that public money should be expended on 
the preparation of bills unless they had a 
reasonable chance of passing. If there was 
sufficient support for any proposal no 
Government could refuse to take legis- 
lative action im regard to it. Private 
members of the Dail and the Senate could do 
valuable work for the State without introduc- 
ing legislation. They could, for instance, 
introduce motions calling upon the Govern- 
ment to introduce legislation upon particular 
matters, and, if these motions were passed, 
the Government could hardly decline to in- 
troduce the requested legislation. 


A BETTER OCCUPATION. 

The Senate would be better engaged in 
criticising legislation that might come before 
it from the other House than initiating legis- 
lation on any large scale. 

The motion could not be carried unless they 
agreed to further expenditure of public money, 
because if, would render necessary additional 
stuff in the parliamentary dranghtsman’s 
office. That office had never been able to 
overtake the work that had poured into it 
and most departments at the moment had 
bills that had been pushed aside to make 
room for more urgent measures waiting to be 
drafted. 

It they were to have a torrent of ill-con- 
sidered legislation coming in from the Senate 
it would not tend to increase the prestige 
of the Senate 

Mr. O’FARRELL (Labour) said that he 
hoped the Senate wonld not take as the last 
word on the matter the Minister's suggestion 
that the duties and responsibilities of ihe 
Second Chamber ended at criticising micasu: es 
introduced in the other ouse and the 
passing of abstract resolutions, Discussion of 
the estimates normally occupied three months 
in the other House, and these did not come 
before the Senate, and during that period 
the Senate could be considering the heads of 
certam minor, hut still important, measures 
which they thought necessary. Senator 
Milroy had stated that under the resolution 
an individual Senator could capture for his 
own use the services of the parliamentary 
draughtsman. That was not so, because the 
motion asked for a draughtsman for a bill 
approved by the Senate.

“A MISTAKEN VIEW."

AUSTRALIA BEATEN 
BY EIGHT WICKETS,

SYDNLZ£Y, December 20. 
About an hour and a half'’s actual y 
to-day sufficed to bring the second oe 
Match of the M.C.C. tour to a close, England 
winning by eight wickets. 

When, soon after 12 o'clock, Australia lost 
Ryder and Oldfield all hopes of a fightin 
finish vanished, but thanks to Nothling an 
Grimmett the innings defeat was saved. 

England s bowling and fielding were better 
than yesterday, and they would probab 
have won by ten wickets if the regular bat- 
ting order had been adhered to: Their 
victory was thoroughly well earned, and de- 
erved, but the absence of Ponsford made 
an enormous difference in Australia’s batting 
strength, especially in their second innings, 
when, for the first time, England’s bowling 
was innocuous. 

Australia is likely to make changes in their 
team for the next test, which begins at Mel- 
hourne on December 29. It is rumoured that 
Nothling and Blackie will be dropped, and 
that Bettington A. Beckett and Bradman will 
he included, while Victor Richardson may be 
appointed captain. It is significent that R. 
Oxenham, who acted as twelfth man in the 
frst test at Brisbane, has been asked to be 
present at Melbourne in case his services are 
required.

The injury to Larwood’s shoulder turns ont 
fo he “a slightly torn muscle. It does not 
affect: his Neg a but it prevents him from 
throwing the ball when fielding. With com- 
plete rest and massage treatment he is ex-

In view of Australia’s fine recovery yester- 
day another large crowd was expected to wit- 
ness the final stages, but the attendance was 
comparatively moderate, the official figures 
being 6.941. The aggregate for the whole 
match, however, establishes a new record for 


the Sydney ground, the attendance number- 
ing ns and the receipts amounting to 
£17, 


_In hazy and very warm weather Ryder 
(77) and Nothling (20) proceeded with the 
home side’s first innings on a fast wicket. 
Tate and Geary opened the attack, but before 
any addition to the overnight total of 339 
for four Larwood was put on at Tate's end. 
It was a good move, as with only half a 
dozen runs added Ryder, in trying to hook 
ths last delivery of the Notts bowler’s first 
over, mis-timed the ball, and sent it gently 
into the hands of Chapman, standing at for- 
ward short leg. 

- a Australian captain gave a fine forcing 
display for 79, his chief hits being a six and 
seven fours. He was at the wicket for four 
minutes under an hour and a half, and his 
resolute partnership with Nothling yielded 
99 runs in sixty-nine minutes. 


TWO WICKETS GO FOR 9 RUNS. 

With Nothling and Oldfield together Tate 
came on again at Geary’s end, and with his 
tirst ball dismissed Oldfield, leg before 
wicket, for ‘‘duck,” Two good wickets had 
thus fallen for the additiou of nine runs, and 
the crowd were becoming more anxious as to 
Australia’s prospects of averting an innings 
defeat. Nothling was next partnered by 
Grimmett, and the 350 was hoisted in five 
hours and fifty-four minutes. The batsmen 
played steadily, and the hopes of the spectators 
gradually revived. At 366 Geary displaced 
Tate, who went on at the other end, and then 
with the score at 570 Nothling was run’ out 
in an attempt to snatch a second run from a 
Jeg glance. Hendreu gathered the hall 
quickly and sent in a fine return to Duck- 
worth, who promptly broke the wicket. 
Nothling’s valuable 44 was compiled in an 
hour and thirty-eight minutes, and included 
half a dozen fours. He adopted forcing 
tactics this morning and made several power- 
ful hooks. Blackie followed in, and, at 376, 
Larwood relieved Tate. 


DUCKWORTH BARRACKED, 
Duckworth was hooted by the crowd on 
appealing for a catch in the slips against 
Blackie. It was a bump-ball, but the Lanca- 
shire wicket-keeper had not seen it hit the 


ground. It was evident that the crowd bad 
not forgotten the ‘Kippax incident,” ip 
which Duckworth i 


was unjustly ceusured by 
spectators, as following hile appeal, he was 
barracked each time the ball was touched by 
either batsman. 

Grimmett continued to bat pluckily, while 
his partner carefully kept his end up, and at 
five minutes to one o'clock a burst of cheering 
announced that the innings defeat had been 
saved. Blackie now began to hit more freely. 
Tate was brought on for Geary at 588, but 
the latter resumed at 597, and off his first 
ball Grimmett made a late cut which went 
high and wide to Chapman at third slip, and 
he brought off a fine catch. 

As Ponsford was unable to bat. Ironmonger 
was the last man, and Gearv dismissed him 
with his next delivery and brought the 
innings, which had lasted six hours and fifty. 
five minutes, to a close for 597. 

It was then eighteen minutes 
o'clock and it was decided to 
luncheon interval. 

Requiring only fifteen runs for victory, 
Chapman sent Tate and Geary in to open 
England's second innings. They were faced 
by Nothling and Hendry, and in the latter's 
second over Tate drove the ball straight into 
the hands of Bradman at mid-off, the first 
wicket falling with the total at 8. Duckworth 
was again barracked by. the spectators on 
coming out to join Geary. With only thirteen 
runs on the board Geary plaved a delivery 
from Hendry on to his wicket, the ball 
cannoning off his foot. White was next in 
and he scored the winning hit, the match 
ending at twenty-five minutes to three o'clock. 


ENGLISH CAPTAIN OPTIMISTIC. 


Interviewed after the match, Mr. A. P. F. 
Chapman, the English captain, was very 
modest in his remarks. He did not wish to 
say much at all. ‘ Naturally, the second 
victory inspires ue all: with great optimism 
in our fight to retain the ‘Ashes,’’’ he said. 
‘ All the team did well, and it is very pleas- 
ing to record that each man reached double 
figures. Luck was once more against 
Australia in their loss of Ponsford, the injury 
to whom is much deplored by myself and all 
my colleagues.”’ 

Mr. J. Ryder, the Australian captain, said 
that he was pleased to see his side make such 
a fine ficht when defeat stared them in the 
face. ‘‘ The way the men played up gives us 
greater heart for the Melbourne game, in 
which I hope we shall make a much better 
showing. It demonstrates that the Australians 
can play the English bowling, and this is a 
sign in eupport of Australia’s chances of 
victory.” 

Ryder paid a great tribute to Woodfull and 
Hendry. and added that Nothling’s batting 
showed him to be possessed of the Test Match 
temperament.

CASE. 


NEW TRIAL DIRECTED. 
MANNA AND MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Judgment was delivered by the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, in the application made on 
behalf of Mary Linehan, of Meentuana, Kan- 
turk, County Cork, for Jeave to appeal 
against her conviction and sentence of death, 
at the Central Criminal Court, on a charge 
of murdering an infant, of whom her grand- 
daughter, Hannah Linehan, was stated to be 
the mother. 

Ihe Court unanimously quashed. the con- 
viction, and directed a new trial, 

The principal grounds -ot the~application 
were that the learned trial judge had mis- 
directed himself in law when he declined to 
leave to the jury the queston whether 
Hannah Linehan, who had given evidence as 
n witness for the prosecution, was an accom- 
plice or person having. guilty knowledge— 
such question of a suspected accomplice being 
required m Jaw to be answered as a fact by 
the jury; that the judge had misdirected 
himself both in law and on the facts when 
he expressed the opinion that the witness, 
Hannah Linehan, was neither an accomplice 
nor an accessory, nor a person havng guilty 
knowledge of the murder of the infant, or 
of the concealment of its birth; and that he 
also misdirected. himself in law 
declined to charge the jury regarding the 
uncorroborated testimony of an accomplice. 


of the Court, said that, as the learned trial 
judge had told the jury, the ‘case against 
Mary Linehan rested entirely npon the evi- 
dence of Hannah Linehan with regard to 
the birth of the child in the kitchen of the

Victoria, Cap. 92, Section 3; that they had 
not paid licence duty, and had not been 
licensed, because the licences were taken out 
afier the register of licences had been ex- 
amined, on the 20th September, that being 
the last day on which a licence could be 
issued. wilt 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought 
that there was something to go on, but sub- 
sequently he observed . that,.. according 
to the rules there must be a specific averment 
that the motion was made at the instance 
of the relator. There must be an affidavit 
complying with Rule 43. The procedure must 
be exactly followed, because, if the Court 
allowed any looseness to get into it, it would

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was resumed of the appeal 
by the Great Southern Railways Company— 
in the case of the Railways Act, 1924, and 
the Great Southern and Western Railway 
revenue estimate—from the findings of the 
tailway Tribunal in April last with respect 
to proposed standard charges in the first 
year in which standard charges shall be in 
operation. 

The Tribunal stated in their judgment that 
they thought the purposes for which classi- 
fication was directed was to _ secure the 
absorption, as far as possible, into aggregate 
classes to which standard charges would 
apply, of commodities at present carried at 
exceptional rates; and they decided (a) that 
the standard charges when fixed by them, 
shall be the actual charges which the com- 
pany shall be entitled to make, except as 
provided by the Act, and (b) that the basis 
stated in this limb of the question is not 
correct; that standard charges should apply 
to a reasonable proportion of the actual 
merchandise to be conveyed in every class 
and every schedule of charges, and that 
the company’s estimatés of revenue should 
be amended accordingly. ' 

Mr. Phelps, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; 
and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. John 


J. McDonald), appeared for the Great 
Southern Railways. Company, appellants: 
Mr.. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Ryan

It is the smallest reserve since 
the Jatter date. § Mainly because of “this 
exceptional fall in the reserve, there is a 
drop of nearly £8,000,000 in the other de- 
posits, chiefly in thése rélating to bankers’ 
accounts.

ties, while the Government Securities are

ing of the Pritchard Flax Fibre and Pulp Co., in 
Glasgow,, Lord Askwith referred to the 
world’s shortage of flax fibre, and said that 
the company’s new process of producing the 
fibre could help in the revival of agriculture 
by giving the farmers a crop which would 
command a reasonable price, and it could 
provide employment for both agricultural and 
town workers. Dr. Pritchard, the inventor, 
said that the flax produced by the process 
was equal, if not superior, to flax made by 
other means. The process would give 55 per 
cent. more product from a ton of fiax than the 
old methods, and -it would work in hours 
instead of in weeks, as did the old method.
